Holt, KaIIotf And the Journal. 

The Journal ot Monday replies at great length 
to oar vindication of Col. Bolt. We are perfectly 
willing to concede that it does not intentionally 
falsity Col. Bolt, but an it misstates bis positions, 
we must attribute it to tba haste and imperfec- 
tion of the notea of its reporter. He ought to 
confloe himself to reporting Mr. Mallory, in 
whose speeches he could find the sterreotyped 
sentiment* in which be indulges. We should 
think Col Holt might pick up a vast deal of use- 
ful knowledge from a canvass with Mr. Mallory, 
as the Journal suggests; just as the French armies 
are traiued in Algeria by driving the Arabs from 
their positions, smashing up their scattering cav- 
alry. and utterly rooting their auxiliaries. The 
Journal admite Col. Holt to be far above the Dem- 
ocratic average, which to the people of Kentucky 
is an admission that be can look complacently 
down on the champions of the demolished Sam. 
The Journal sets itself up for the champion of 
the Hon. Turn Corwin, aod says Col. Holt used 
a garbled and perverted report of Mr. CorwiD’s 
speech on the Mexican war. 

Here the Journal is again in error with its 
notes. Col Holt used the words which Corwin’s 
friend* attribute to him, namely: “That if he 
« e*r* a Mzuar. be woull welcome the Americans 
with bloody hands and hospitable graves.’’ Cor. 
win is a great pet ot the Journal, and yet neither 
Col Holt nor any other Southern man need resort 
to inueudo or hint in placing him with the Biack 
Republicans. Who did he vote for in 1856? Was 
it not John C. Fremont? As to his other grest 
favorite, John Bull, as he couples him in his eu- 
logy with Corwin, it is needless to advert to him 
further. A denunciation of John Bell, who went 
against the South, may be an insult to the Jour- 
nal, but it is not so to Josh Bell, who is for the 
Lecompton Constitution. 

We caonoi but smile at the sneers of the Jour- 
nal at Col. Holt's imaginative powers. Let it 
reflect a moment on its own vivid f ancr, which 
transforms Winthrop and Everett into “Amer- 
ikins,” and charges the Democracy with the sins 
of all the faithless Democrats who ever fell from 
grace and backslid iDto the allied ranks of Aboli- 
Utioaists and Know Nothings. 

What impudence; to charge upon the Democ 
racy the sins of such men as Wilson and Hale, 
who never became powerful except by deserting 
to the Freesoil and Know Nothing ranks. We 
ask the plain question, does not Wilson, of Massa- 
chusetts. occupy precisely the same ground as 
the Journal on the question of naturalization; 
Did he not anticipate the journal in goi-.g into 
the American movement, and was ke not elected 
to the U. S. Senate bv “American” votes?

Winchell as President, and A. J. Martin Secre- 
tary. There was no business of importance. — 
Tbe convention stands 35 Republicans and 17 
Democrats. 

Tbe steamer Lehigh, bound to Cincinnati, 
caught tire in her hold at the wharf last evening. 
The boat was but slightly injured. She had a 
valuable cargo of assorted produce, which was 
seriously damaged by water.

At the instance of their counsel, 
an anangement was made by which writa ot 
nolle prosequi were entered in their case and 
those of the Oberlin rescuers who awaited trial, 
and the prisoners on both sides were discharged.
